Security intensified in wake of kidnappings 



strict security meastires gripped Montreal 
and the province this weekend as the man- 
hunt continued fur the kidnappers of British 
diplomat James Richard Cross and Quebec 
Labour and Immigration Minister Pierre 
Laporte. 

The combined forces qt theMontr^ City 
Police, the Quebec Provindal PoBcè ànd the 
ROMP mounted an unsuccessful search-and- 
Qnd effort to locate both the missing men 
and their captors. 

Communities as far as 50 miles trom 
Montreal were under police surveillance 
and bridges leading out of the dty and 
vehicles travelling on many provindal high- 
ways were checked all day Sunday. 

RCMP guards were posted around the 
Cross family home in downtown Montreal 
and local police ringed the Laporte house 
throughout the weekend. 



Armed tones convoys were spotted 
around the city Saturday and Sunday, but 
military and federal offtdals denied any 
connection between their presence and the 
kidnappings. 

The kidnappings began Oct. 5, when 
Cross, the senior British trade commis- 
sioner in Montreal, was abducted from his 
Redpatb Crescent home. - 

When the Quebec government refused 
Saturday to accept conditions stipulated by 
the Front de Liberation du Québec in return 
for the life of the diplomat, the FLQ retal- 
iated by kidnapping the Labour minister. 

The organization also presented an ulti- 
matum for the lives of the men, and short- 
ly before the 10 pm Sunday deadline. Pre- 
mier Bourassa agreed to discuss the terms 
oftheultimatum\ 

However, he stated in a radio broad- 
cast that it would be necessary to establish 



an open channel of cbmmuiiicâtiôn to dis- 
cuss the terms, and asked also that assu- 
rances concerning the welfare of the two 
men be given. 

Y^terday. letters from both Cross and 
Laporte affirmed that they were alive and 
well. 

Quebec also asked Montreal lawyer Ro- 
ger? Demosito represent them at any dis- 
cussions.' Naîned by the FLQ as their rep- 
rentativc is Robert Lemieux, who was ins- 
trumental this summer in the release of 
Pierre Valliëres, an FLQ member implicat- 
ed in the 1966 bombing of La Grenade shoe 
factory. 

Although Lemieux was arrested for "obs- 
tructing police investigations",, his rèlea- 
seisexpected. 

Terms of the FLQ ultimatum' include: 
- release of 23 "political prisoners" from 
Quebec and Ontario prisons - transporta- 



tion of the prisoners and their families to 
Algeria or Cuba, should they so deshre - 
cessation of police efforts to locate the 
kidnappers and theh- victims - release 
and publication of the name and picture of 
the most recent informer of FLQ activities 
- payment of a $500,000 ransom. 

All terms must be fulfilled before La- 
porte will be released. However, realisa- 
tion of the points concerning the political 
prisoners and the police manhunt will se- 
cure Cross' liberation. 

The FLQ has also recommended that 
radio personalities Pierre Pascau and 
Louis Foumier oversee the safe passage 
of prisoners electing to leave Quebec. 

Both men were instrumental in conveying 
mKsages from the two FLQ cells involv: 
ed to the public and police and government 
offidals during the past week. 
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ESU meets opposition 

The department of Economics refused Friday to recognize the newly-formed Economics Student 
Union, intimating that the body was unrepresentative of students. 

Five representatives of the union, acting as a negotiating team for the ESU, would not back down on 
their stand that the union had to be recognized before they would present their portion on the student 
representation issue.

FLQ demands release 
of 'political prisoners' 



The twenty-three "political 
prisoners" tfrtiose release the 
Chenier and Liberation cells of 
the FLQ are demanding as ran- 
son for James Cross and Pierre 
Laporte, represent the entire 
history of the FLQ. 
' Gabriel Hudon is the last re- 
maining prisoner from 'the 1963 . 
wave of bombings; he was con- 
victed for : involuntary homidde.;. 
in thé death of watchman Wilfred ' 
O'Ndl. He was paroled late in 
1963, and re-arrested last.May 
in connection with armed rot^- 
beries to finance the FLQ. 

Six of the 23 were convicted in 
connection with the 1966 bomb- 
ings, including the éxplosion at 
the strike-bound La Grenade 
Shoe Factory which resulted in 
the death of ThereseMorin. 

The dx^are: Réal Mathieu, 
Marcel FauDmear, Serge Demers, 
Robert Levesque, Claude Simard, 
and Gerard Laquene. They were 
sentenced to from six to nine-and 
one half years.- 

François Lantot, André Roy and 
Claude Morency were arrested 
June' 21, 1970 for terrorist ac- 
tivities. All three are presently 
on trial, along with Pierre Mardi, 
who has been linked with the 



aborted plot to kidnap the Israeli 
Consul 

Pierre Boucher, Àndré'OùelIet- 
te, and Marc-André Gagné, are 
serving terms for armed robbery. 
The first two have attempted to 
escape. Robert Hudon and Pierre 
Demers are now being tried for 
armed robbery. 

Réjean Tremblay and André 
Lessard have been convicted for 
kidnapping as well as robbery and 
assault. 

Edmond Gucnette, François 
Schirm and Cyriaque Delisle were 
convicted of the armed robbery of 
a Bleury St. gunshop which end- 
ed in the death of the manager. 
They were originally sentenced 
to death but the sentences were 
reduced to life imprisonment 

Pierre-Paul Geoffroy pleaded 
guilty last year to over 100 bomb- 
ing charges and was sentenced to 
life imprisonment. One of the 
bombings he admitted to in the 
196&^ series was the explosion 
at the Montreal Stodc Exchange 
which injured 27 persons. ■ 
•Michel Loriot, the twenty-third 
on the list is unknown to author- 
ities although there is a man vrith 
the same name at St. Vincent de 
Paul penitentiary serving a term 
for arson. 



The representatives suggested 
that a steering committee motion 
passed last Tuesday be debated 
before the discusdon of staff 
student positions on the repre- 
sentation problem. 

The steering committee had 
reconmiended "that at depart- 
ment meetings dealing with pro- 
posals about student representa- 
tion five students chosen by the 
Economics Student Union be ex- 
. tended full pàrliàhièntary priv- 
ileges with the exception of vot- 
ing". 

The department members re- 
fused to change- the agenda, call- 
ing sui^ a move a procedural 



hassle and on a motion by pro- 
fessor H. D. Woods accepted the 
agenda as proposed. 

Student representatives. left the 
meeting table insisting that issues 
could only be discussed after re- 
cognition of the union. Many saw 
the refusal to recognize the union 
as the same type of ploy used by 
other departments to squelch 
student representation.. 

Only three students'' failed to 
support the actions of the nego- 
tiating team, entering into dis- 
cussions with staff members until 
the steering committee motion 
was brought up. 



Econ. profs do not trust 
any student judgments

On Friday Oct. 2. the Econo- 
mics Students' Union disrupted a 
departmental meeting and de- 
manded that a motion proposing 
equal student representation on 
aU departmental meetings and 
committees be debated. 

According to Professor Harry 
D. Woods, fomier Dean of Arts 
and Sdence, the basic question 
really comes down to: "What 
would be the effect of student 
participation in making dedsions 
oii the department and to wdiat 
extent should students partid- 
pate?" 

"I don't trust the Judgment of 
students for this reason," stated 
Woods. "Student opinion changes 
from November to February to 
March and even five years after 
they have left university." 

Woods continued to say that 
the student is emotionally in- 
volved, and therefore the stu- 
-denf s evaluation should only.be. 



a guide in the making of ded- 
sions. 

Woods explained that the stu- 
dent has a conflict of interests: 
"On the one band. Jie might vote 
for the profdsbr wild'' will help 
him pass, and on the other hand, 
he might vote on political grounds, 
supported by the idea of 'relevan- 
cy"'. 

"Any department in sodal 
sdence is involved in semi-poli- 
tical dedsions, and the' depart- 
ment should not take on the char- 
acter of any one political party 
or podUon," dahned Woods. 

According to Woods, the policy 
of the department in' recent years 
has been the gradual increase of 
student participation in depart- 
mental debate. Professor Woods 
pointed out that students sit on 
all committees except those con- 
cerned with the hiring of staff. 

"We arc now more aware than 
ever of student opinion," he 
çoncIu(|ed. , . . 



It was only after the reading of 
the steering committee motion by 
Professor A. Asimakopulos, that 
diverging faculty positions on the 
representation issue became 
clear. 

S. H. Ingerman, an assodate 
professor in the department, 
supported the demands of the re- 
presentatives: "It has appeared 
that in the past individual students 
dealing with the department in an 
informal manner could not effec- 
tively influence this department's 
decisions. "People deshre some 
control over thdr lives and the 
decisions that affect them. The 
students need effective represen- 
tation and obviously this implies 
an organized body". 

The steering committee motion 
was passed in an amended ver- 
sion, allowing all students parlia- 
mentary privileges with the ex- 
ception of voting in all department 
meetings". 

ESU rcpresentatitives plan to 
call an emergency meeting of the 
department sometime this week 
to present the ESU position on 
the department's recent actions. 

The ESU will have a meeting 
tomorrow to define their position 
for the department meeting.
